Musical Instrument Strin«r«. 


The fact appears that, even at this 


late day, the Neapolitan provinces 
maintain their superiority in the 
production of strings for uiusioal in- 
struments, and, aa formerly and 
'from time immemorial, the greatest 
care and dexterity are required on 
the part of the workmen. 
It is said 


that the treble strings are particular- 
ly difficult to make and are peculiar 
to Naples, as the Neapolitan sheep, 
I'rom their small size and leanness, 
«fford the best raw material. The 
Small intestines are used for this 
purpose and aro first very carefully 
scraped, then steeped iu alkaline lyes 
and clarified with a little alum for 
four or five days, until well bleached 
and* swollen. They are next drawn 
through an open brass thimble and 
pressed against it %vith the nail ia 
order to smooth and equalize the sur- 
face, after which they arc washed, 
spun or twisted and sulphured dur-

depth of planting, the best results iu 
most cases being from a depth of two to 
three inches. Eight stations have esper^- 
mented on distance, drills generally giv- 
ing better results tiieai hills. A fair de- 
duction favors rows 30 inches apart and 
small seed pieces 12 inches, qnartera IS 
inches, halves 24 and whole seed 30 
inches apart in the row. Alabama, Kan- 
sas and Utah stations favor level culture, 
while the Indiana station favors ridging, 
and Maryland, New Sork and Ohio find 
no difference. The general tendency w 
toward thorough preparation of soil and 
shallow, level- oultnre. 


In dry countries aud dry seasons 


mulching pays well; otherwise it is in- 
jurious. In ficklo climates mtilch half 
the crop. The best fertilizer depends ou 
the deficiency of the soil. Generally 
commercial fertilizers 'oro preferred to 
barnyard manure for potatoes. Boiling 
seed in flour of sulphur or soaking au 
hour in 15 gallons of water in which 2>a 
ounces of corrosive sablimate has been 
dissolved preveuts scab. Sublimate cor- 
rodes metal and is a rank poison; hence 
mil in a barrel and be careful.

The Chinch Bujrs. 


from the Iowa experiment station 


comes a bulletin on fighting chinch 
bugs. In this it is advised as a means 
of prevention to destroy all old rubbish, 
Straw, cornstalks, etc. 
When the bugs 


appear in limited areas, apply kerostme 
emulsion in sufficient quantities to de- 
stroy old bugs and young larvse. If 
large areas are affected, plow under the 
crop and roll the field immediately, De- 
cov crops, such aa wheat or barley, may 
be" planted quite early, and bugs which 
collect on these enrly sown grains may 
be killed by plowing under, or somo 
similar process. Migration may be pre- 
vented by cutting such a crop of wheat 
or barley a little before maturity, re- 
moving the crop and burning the stub- 
ble as soon as it is dry. Dnsty furrows 
may be used when other means are not 
practicable. Plow a strip a few yards 
wide, and thoroughly pnlverizo this 
with a harrow. Then iu this strip make 
two or throe deep furrows, or a series of 
shallow ones, with sloping, dusty sides. 


The white fungus, or chinch bug dis- 


ease, proved only partially successful 
last year, and it cauuot bo relied upon 
to check this pest to the oxclnsion of 
other well known ineasuriw, \vhichshnli 
be diligently applied whenever neces- 
sary.
